In Case Will 

The College of St. Teresa has 
recently become the beneficiary of 
the estate of the late Mr. Sumner 
M. Case. The College will receive 
one-sixth of the remainder of the 
estate, approximately $25,000, af- 
ter the establishment of a trust 
fund for Mr. Case’s sister-in-law. 
The rest will be distributed 
among other charities including 
St. Joseph’s Girls’ Orphan Homo 
and the Missionaries of Our Lady 
of Mercy. 

Mr. Case, who died last August, 
was a militant convert to Catholi- 
cism. His reading and inquiry 
led him to the Church. He was 
considered an authority on the 
Scriptures and was very inter- 
ested in the intellectual apostolate. 

Mr. Case became associated 
with the College through Brother 
Dan and the Adult Education 
Program, and he taught the first 
course given in business ethics 
in this program. In 1953 he de- 
livered the commencement address 
to the college graduates. 

Mr. Case has donated a size- 
able number of books to the li- 
brary. They are principally on 
the subjects of theology and econ- 
omics. He has also contributed 
several reference books and sub- 
scriptions to scholarly magazines.

When the news 
commentator came on she impatiently stabbed at another but- 
ton, hearing only the fragment, “a year since the revolt in 
Hungary.” Or it could be that the young advertiser in his 
grey flannel bermudas sat at the wheel of his Corvette beside 
our young lady and listened to the broadcast, murmured some 
cliche like, “Time sure flies by,” and dismissed the subject 
from his mind. 

Last fall the youth of Hungary led their countrymen to 
revolt against their Russian overlords. They had the courage, 
the fearless audacity, to fight back.

Reactions here in the United States varied. One parent 
was even heard to say that it was a typical teenage stunt 
and teenagers were juvenile delinquents the world over.

By Earnest Cast In Comedy

“But my nonsense always makes 
sense, especially when I’m in earn- 
est.” So saying, Algernon Mon- 
cricff, as played by Michael 
Hughes, Kockhurst junior, defends 
his devil-may-care attitude with 
the aplomb of Jackie Gleason’s 
classic playboy. He sets the theme 
of the farce which in the hands of 
an earnest cast makes wonderfully 
sensible nonsense. 

Oscar Wilde’s “The Importance 
of Being Ernest” was presented 
by tiie Drama Department as 
their first production of the year, 
November 1-3. Enough Victorian 
customs have survived to provide 
many chuckles to a modern audi- 
ence: the bleaching of one’s 

hair, minding one’s business, and 
leaving literary criticism to those 
who never went to universities be- 
cause “they do it so well.” 

The entire cast succeeded in 
mastering Wilde’s wordy lines 
and maintaining a clipped Brit- 
ish accent while projecting 
their voices. By keeping furni- 
ture to a minimum, the sets 
portrayed the over-elegance of 
Victorianism without distract- 
ing from the action. 

It is unfortunate that larger 
audiences did not enjoy this su- 
perior production even though the 
publicity staff went “all out” and 
devised clover and persuasive ad- 
vertising effects by means of 
posters and skits. 

Those who didn’t come missed 
the delight of seeing such “city” 



characters as Lady Bracknell, a 
“monster without being a myth," 
superbly domineering as played by 
Alyce Marie Schmidt and her 
daughter Gwendolyn, whose diary 
makes “sensational” reading, as 
portrayed by Maureen Murphy. 
Tom Taff, Rockhurst graduate, 
gave many high moments to the 
play in his role of Jack Worthing. 
Colleen Corcoran as the house- 
keeper Lane, nicely conveyed the 
imperturability of the British 
servant. 

The “country” characters 
were equally disarming. Cec- 
ily Cardcw, an exceedingly ro- 
mantic young girl, was played 
with sweetness and naivete by 
Pat Turpin. Miss Prism, her 
governess, was the “pillar of 
respectability” as convincingly 
interpreted by Mary McQueeny. 
Perhaps the most amusing role 
of all was the Reverend Canon 
Chasuble as played by Dick Dolce, 
Rockhurst junior. He was 
the Liberace-type Rector whose 
sermon on the “Manna in the des- 
ert could fit all occasions whether 
sad or joyous.” Anna Jane 
Wright, as Merriman, was espe- 
cially good in her role of an al- 
ternately enthusiastic and an- 
noyed servant.
